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The following Bill was introduced in the Rajya Sabha on the 
17th May, 1956:— 


Bill No. VIII of 1956 


A Bill to provide for the reconstitution of the Medical Council of 
Indiaand the maintenance of a Medical Register for India 
and for matters connected therewith. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Seventh Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 


1. (1) This Act may be called the Indian Medical Council Act, 


(B) It extends to the whole of India except the State of Jammu j£ ent 
and Kashmir.

(3) It shall come Into force on such date as the Central Govern¬ 
ment may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint. 


2. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) “approved institution” means a hospital, health centre Definition?, 
or other such institution recognised by a University as an insti¬ 
tution in which a person may undergo the training, if any, re¬ 
quired by his course of study before the award of any medical 
qualification to him; 

(b) “Council” means the Medical Council of India consti¬ 
tuted under this Act; 

(c) “India” means the territories comprised in the States to 
which this Act extends; 

(d) “Indian Medical Register” means the medical registet 
maintained by the Council;

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(e) “medical institution” means any institution, within or 
without India, which grants degrees, diplomas or licences in 
medicine; 

(f) “medicine” means modern scientific medicine in all its 
branches and includes surgery and obstetrics, but does not in¬ 
clude veterinary medicine and surgery; 

(р) “prescribed” means prescribed by regulations; 

(h) “recognised medical qualification” means any of the 
medical qualifications included in the Schedules; 

(i) “regulation” means a regulation made under section 
32; 

(j) “State Medical Council” means a medical council con¬ 
stituted under any law for the time being in force in any State 
regulating the registration of practitioners of medicine; 

( k ) “State Medical Register” means a register maintained 
under any law for the time being in force in any State regu¬ 
lating the registration of practioners of medicine; 

(l) “University” means any University in India established 
by law and having a medical faculty. 

3. (1) The Central Government shall cause to be constituted a 
Council consisting of the following members, namely:— 

(a) one member from each State to be nominated by the 
Central Government; 

(b) one member from each University to be elected by the 
members of the medical faculty of that University from amongst 
themselves; 

(с) one member from each State in which a State Medical 
Register is maintained, to be elected from amongst themselves 
by persons enrolled on such Register who possess the medical 
qualifications included in the First or the Second Schedule or 
in Fart II of the Third Schedule; 

(d) seven members to be elected from amongst themselves 
by persons enrolled on any of the State Medical Registers who 
possess the medical qualifications included in Part I of the Third 
Schedule; 

(e) six members to be nominated by the Central Govern¬ 
ment: 

Provided that pending the preparation of the Indian Medical 
■Register in accordance with the provisions of this Act, clause (c) 
shall have effect as if for the words “to be elected froip amongst 
themselves by persons enrolled on such Register”, the words “to be 
nominated by the State Government from amongst persons" had been 
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substituted, and clause (d) shall have effect as if for the words “to 
be elected from amongst themselves by persons”, the words “to be 
nominated by the Central Government from amongst persons” had 
been substituted. 

(2) The Chairman and Vice-Chairman of the Council shall be 
elected by the members of the Council from amongst themselves. 

(3) No act done by the Council shall be questioned on the ground 
merely of the existence of any vacancy in, or any defect In the 
constitution of, the Council. 

4. (1) An election under clause (b), clause (c) or clause ( d ) of Mode of 
sub-section (1) of section 3 shall be conducted by the Central Gov- election * 
eminent in such manner as it may think fit. 

(2) Where any dispute arises regarding any election to the 
Couhcil, it shall be referred to the Central Government whose deci¬ 
sion shall be final. 

5. (1) No person shall be eligible for nomination under clause (a) Restriction* 
of sub-section (1) of section 3 unless he possesses any of the medi- tion n ° mU and 
cal qualifications included in the First and Second Schedules, resides membership 
in the State concerned, and, where a State Medical Register is main¬ 
tained in that State, is enrolled on that register. 

(2) No person may at the same time serve as a member in more 
than one capacity. 

0. The Council so constituted shall be a body corporate by the Incorpora- 
name of the Medical Council of India, having perpetual succession council! thC 
and a common seal, with power to acquire and hold property, both 
movable and immovable, and to contract, and shall by the said name 
sue and be sued. 

7. ( 1 ) The Chairman or Vice-Chairman of the Council shall hold Term of 

office for a term not exceeding five years and not extending beyond cha'rmanf 

the expiry of his term as member of the Council. Vice-Chair¬ 

man and 

(2) Subject to the provisions of this section, a member shall hold members, 
office for a term of five years from the date of his nomination or 
election or until his successor shall have been duly nominated or 
elected, whichever is longer. 

(3) An elected or nominated member shall be deemed to have 
vacated his seat if he is absent without excuse, sufficient in the 
opinion of the Council, from three consecutive ordinary meetings of 
the Council or, in the case of a member elected under clause (b) of 
sub-section (I) of section 3, if he ceases to be a member of the medical 
faculty of the University concerned, or in the case of a member 
elected under clause (c) or clause (d) of that sub-section, if he ceases 
to be a person enrolled on the State Medical Register concerned. 
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(4) A casual vacancy in the Council shall be filled by nomination 
or election, as the case may be, and the person nominated or elected 
to fill the vacancy shall hold office only for the remainder of the 
term for which the member whose place he takes was nominated 
or elected. 

(5) Members of the Council shall be eligible for re-nomination or 
re-election. 

(6) Where the said term of five years is about to expire in respect 
of any member, a successor may be nominated or elected at any time 
within three months before the said term expires but he shall not 
assume office until the said term has expired. 

8. (1) The Council shall meet at least once In each year at such 
time and place as may be appointed by the Council. 

(2) Unless otherwise provided by regulations, fifteen members of 
the Council shall form a quorum, and all the acts of the Council shall 
be decided by a majority of the members present and voting. 

9. The Council shall— 

(1) constitute from amongst Its members an Executive Com¬ 
mittee and such other Committees for general or special pur¬ 
poses as the Council deems necessary to carry out the purposes 
of this Act; 

(2) appoint a Registrar who shall act as Secretory and who 
may also, if deemed expedient, act as Treasurer; 

(3) employ such other persons as the Council deems neces¬ 
sary to carry out the purposes of this Act; 

(4) require and take from the Registrar, or from any other 
employee, such security for the due performance of his duties as 
the Council deems necessary; and 

(5) with the previous sanction of the Central Government, 
fix the remuneration and allowances to be paid to the Chair¬ 
man, Vice-Chairman and members of the Council and determine 
the conditions of service of the employees of the Council. 

10. (1) The Executive Committee, hereinafter referred to as the 
Committee, shall consist of the Chairman and Vice-Chairman, who 
shall be members ex officio, and not less than seven and not more 
than ten other members who shall be elected by the Council from 
amongst its members. 

(2) The Chairman and Vice-Chairman shall be the Chairman and 
Vice-Chairman respectively of the Committee. 
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(3) In addition to the powers and duties conferred and imposed 
upon it by this Act, the Committee shall exercise and discharge 
such powers and duties as the Council may confer or impose upon 
it by any regulations which may be made in this behalf, 

11. (I) The medical qualifications granted by any University or 
medical institution in India which are included in the First Sche- qualifications 
dule shall be recognised medical qualifications for the purposes of £j*j^rBitieJ

(2) Any University or medical institution in India which grants 
a medical qualification not included in the First Schedule may 
apply to the Central Government to have such qualification recog¬ 
nised, and the Central Government, after consulting the Council, 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, amend the First Sche¬ 
dule so as to Include such qualification therein, and any such notifi¬ 
cation may also direct that an entry shall be made in the last 
column of the First Schedule against such medical qualification 
declaring that it shall be a recognised medical qualification only 
when granted after a specified date. 


12. (1) The medical qualifications granted by medical institu¬ 
tions outside India which are included in the Second Schedule shall 
be recognised medical qualifications for the purposes of this Act. 

f(2) The Council may apply to, or may enter into negotiations 
witW, the Authority in any State or country outside India which by 
the law of such State or country is entrusted with the maintenance 
of a register of medical practitioners, for the settling of a scheme 
of reciprocity for the recognition of medical qualifications, and in 
pursuance of any such scheme, the Central Government may, by 
notification in the Official Gazette, amend the Second Schedule so 
as to include therein the medical qualification which the Council 
has decided should be recognised, and any such notification may 
also direct that an entry shall be made in the last column of the 
Second Schedule against such medical qualification declaring that 
it shall be a recognised medical qualification only when granted 
after a specified date. 

(3) The Central Government, after consultation with the Council, 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, amend the Second 
Schedule by directing that an entry be made therein in respect of 
any medical qualification declaring that it shall be a recognised 
medical qualification only when granted before a specified date. 

(4) Where the Council has refused to recommend any medical 
qualification which has been proposed for recognition by any Autho¬ 
rity referred to in sub-section (2) and that Authority applies to the

recognised medical qualifications for the purposes of this Act. 


(3) The medical qualifications granted by medical institutions 
outside India which are not included in the Second Schedule and 
which are included in Part II of the Third Schedule shall also be 
recognised medical qualifications for the purposes of this Act but 
only if held by a citizen of India. 


(4) Any medical institution in a State in India which grants a

(2) Inspectors appointed under this section shall not interfere 
with the conduct of any examination but they shall report to the 
Committee on the sufficiency of every examination which they 
attend and on any other matters in regard to which the committee 
ipay require them to report. 

(3) The Committee shall forward a copy of any such report to 
the University or medical institution concerned, and shall also for¬ 
ward a copy with the remarks of the University or institution 
thereon, to the Central Government. 

18. (1) The Council may appoint such number of visitors as it Vi8itors at 
may deem requisite to attend at any or all of the examinations held examina- 
by Universities or medical institutions in India for the purpose of tion * - 
granting recognised medical qualifications. 

(2) Any person, whether he is a member of the Council or not, 
may be appointed as a visitor under this section but a parson who 
is appointed as an inspector under section 17 for any examination 
shall not be appointed as a visitor for the same examination.

mqnt, one being a Judge of a High Court, and one by the Council, 
an<3 such Commission shall proceed to inquire in a summary manner 
and to report to the Central Government as to the truth of the 
matters charged in the complaint, and in base of any charge of 
default or of improper action being found by the Commission to 
have been established, the Commission shall recommend the reme¬ 
dies, if any, which are in its opinion necessary. 

(2) The Central Government may require the Council to adopt 
the remedies so recommended within such time as, having regard

(b) the summoning and holding of meetings of the Council, 
the times and places where such meetings are to be held, the 
conduct of business thereat and the number of members neces¬ 
sary to constitute a quorum; 

(c) the resignation of members of the Council; 

(d) the powers and duties of the Chairman and Vice-Chair¬ 
man; 

(e) the mode of appointment of the Executive Committee 
and other Committees, the summoning and holding of meetings, 
and the conduct of business of such Committees; 

(f) the tenure of office, and the powers and duties of the 
Registrar and other officers and servants of the Council; 

(g) the particulars to be stated, and the proof of qualifica¬ 
tions to be given in applications for registration under this Act; 

(h) the fees to be paid on applications and appeals under 
this Act;

( j ) any matter for which under this Act provision may be 
made by regulations.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The objects of this Bill are to amend the Indian Medical Council 
Act, 1933 (27 of 1933)— 

(a) to give representation to licentiate members of the 
medical profession, a large number of whom are still practising 
in the country ; 

(b) to provide for the registration of the names of citizens 
of India who have obtained foreign medical qualifications which 
are not at present recognised under the existing Act; 

(c) to provide for the temporary recognition of medical 
qualifications granted by medical institutions in countries out¬ 
side India with which no scheme of reciprocity exists in cases 
where the medical practitioners concerned are attached for the 
time being to any medical institution in India for the purpose 
of teaching or research or for any charitable object; 

(d) to provide for the formation of a Committee of Post¬ 
graduate Medical Education for the purpose of assisting the 
Medical Council of India to prescribe standards of post-graduate 
medical education for the guidance of Universities and to 
advise Universities in the matter of securing uniform standards 
for post-graduate medical education throughout India; 

(e) to provide for the maintenance of an all-India register 
by the Medical Council of India, which will contain the names 
of all the medical practitioners possessing recognised medical 
qualifications. 

2. The Indian Medical Council Act, 1933, does not now extend 
to Part B States and it is now considered necessary that the Act 
should extend to the whole of India except Jammu and Kashmir. 
A few other minor amendments have also come to light in the 
course of the working of this Act, and as a matter of convenience 
it is now proposed to re-enact the existing Act with the above 
amendments.

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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 

The Indian Medical Council Bill, 1956, provides for the exten¬ 
sion of the existing Act to Part B States other than Jammu and 
Kashmir as well as an increase in the number of members of the 
Medical Council of India (vide clause 3). Some of the Part B 
State Governments have agreed to meet the travelling and daily 
allowances of their representatives on the Council. The expendi¬ 
ture on the travelling and daily allowances of elected and nomi¬ 
nated members from the remaining States will have to be borne 
by the Medical Council of India which is paid grants-in-aid by the 
Central Government to meet its expenses. The additional expendi¬ 
ture on this account is estimated at Rs. 4,500 per annum on the 
assumption that the Medical Council of India will meet twice in a 
year. 

The Central Government will also be required to meet the cost 
of travelling and daily allowances of the members nominated by 
them and the 7 licentiate members to be elected to the Council. 
They are already meeting the expenditure on the travelling and 
daily allowances of their nominees on the Council whose number 
is 4 at present. The number of nominated members on the Council 
will increase to 6 after the Bill is enacted. The additional cost 
involved is estimated at Rs. 3,600. 

In regard to the election of members to the Medical Council of 
India from the Part B States other than Jammu and Kashmir, it is 
expected that the Central Government will be required to meet the 
expenditure on elections. It is estimated that there will be an addi¬ 
tional expenditure of about Rs. 5,000 every five years. On the elec¬ 
tion of the seven licentiate members of the Council there will be 
an expenditure of about Rs. 7,000 every five years. 

The Bill provides for the levy of fees by the Medical Council of 
India for the registration of persons in the All-India Medical Regis¬ 
ter. The income that may be derived by the Council from the 
medical practitioners for registering their names in the All-India 
Medical Register will partly offset the additional expenditure 
involved. 

After the Bill is enacted there will not be a separate Council to 
deal with Post-graduate Medical Education and the "non-statutory 
All-India Council of Post-graduate Medical Education will cease to 
function. The expenditure which is at present being incurred by 
the Government of India on this Council will be saved. 
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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 

Under clause 24(2) rules may be made by the Central Govern¬ 
ment laying down conditions subject to which a person whose name 
has been removed from a State Medical Register may appeal to the 
Central Government. Apart from prescribing the procedure for 
the filing of appeals, this clause is intended to enable the Central 
Government to impose a condition to the effect that the party must 
exhaust all his remedies under the State enactment concerned be¬ 
fore coming up to the Central Government. 

Clause 32 of the Bill empowers the Medical Council of India to 
make, with the previous sanction of the Central Government, Regu¬ 
lations generally to carry out the purposes of the Act. The matters 
in respect of which such Regulations may be made are specified 
therein. These matters relate, among others, to the management 
of the property of the Council and the maintenance and audit of 
its accounts; the summoning and holding of meetings of the Coun¬ 
cil, the times and places where such meetings are to be held and the 
conduct of business thereat; the resignation of members of the Coun¬ 
cil; ffhe powers and duties of the Chairman and Vice-Chairman; the 
mode of appointment of the Executive Committee and other 
Committees, the summoning and holding of meetings, and the con¬ 
duct of business of such Committees; the tenure of office, and the 
powers and duties of the Registrar and other officers and servants 
of the Council, the fees to be paid on applications and appeals under 
this Act and the appointment, powers, duties and procedure of medi¬ 
cal inspectors and visitors. Under the Indian Medical Council Act’, 
1933, similar authority has been delegated to the Medical Council 
of India. 

The delegated legislation is of a character normal to such Acts.
